3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the Final Office Action mailed April 7, 2006 claims 1-17, 27-51 and 65-89 were 
noted as allowable. Applicants current amendment filed July 13, 2006 cancels claims 
20-26 which were rejected under 35 USC 112 second paragraph and cancels claim 18 
which was rejected under 35 USC 102(b) citing Sarker. The prior art of record fails to 
teach the limitations of independent claims 1 , 1 1 , 27, 35 and 45. Specifically regarding 
claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach the limitation of a data structure defining a query 
definition which includes a query specification including query text and parameters, the 
parameters having values that may be set before or when the query definition is 
executed and the data structure encapsulating the query definition as cited in the claim. 
Independent claims 1 1 , 27, 35 and 45 also recite the limitation of a query specification 
and encapsulation of the data stmcture this is not found in the prior art as claimed. 
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Applicants remarks filed January 26, 2006 pages 17-19 cxjncerning these claims were 
found persuasive.
